The agitation over the Chief of Police 
i* fresh in the m inds of all readers of 
the daily papers. 
Some time ago a 
■peuial committee was appointed to in­ 
vestigate 
certain 
insinuations 
made 
against Chief Cuddy. The work of the 
committee has been carried on with so 
much cat-like slyness that people won­ 
dered what was being done, and many 
thought the 
whole 
business 
dead. 
Yesterday, however, in the meeting of 
the Council, Mr. J . H . Book, Chairman 
of 
the 
special 
committee, 
created 
a decided sensation by springing the 
following report: 
POLICE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 
To (he Honorable Council of (he City of 
Loe Angele». 
G e n tle m e n —Your special 
committee 
appointed to examine into certain com­ 
} laints affecting the integrity and effi­ 
ciency of the Chief of Police, would beg 
leave to report as follows: 
First—Our investigations have been 
both deliberate and im partial, having no 
other purpose than to find out the facts 
as to the working of our police govern­ 
m ent. 
Second—The charge made by Wong 
Cue that certain tan games refusing to 
pay for the privilege of running were 
raided, while others alleged to be paying 
were unmolested, we find to be practi­ 
cally corroborated by admissions made to 
your committee by officers now on the 
police force. 
The surroundings at the times of these 
arrests were such as to excite the strong­ 
est suspicions that for some cause unfair 
discriminations had been m ade. 
On the 
same floor, within as easy reach, were 
three gambs. One was taken, two were 
left. These two, it was claimed, had paid 
a price for the privilege of running; the 
other had declined so to do. 
Perhaps not a member of the Council 
but has heard many times of the corrupt 
use of money in Chinatown and that 
amounts have been paid to prevent of­ 
ficial hands from being laid upon their 
unlawful business. Every such charge 
reflects strongly upon the honesty of the 
Chief of Police and men associated with 
him . 
Naturally we would expect that 
such im putations would be resented and 
every possible effort made to ferret out 
such crime, if it existed. 
W ho doubts 
that the Chief of Police, with more than 
seventy men, could have found out the 
auilty parties if he had desired to do so ? 
The Chief adm itted to your committee 
flhat he believed that money was being 
corruptly used in Chinatow n; that per­ 
haps even large am ounts had been paid, 
but did not claim that he had taken any 
pains to inform himself of the situation, 
and when asked if he had been baffled 
in his efforts to find out who these men 
were who received this money, said he 
had not. 
Third—As to the running of faro and 
other games forbidden by law, and 
which reliable officers informed us were 
running during the week of the fair and 
at other times, aud which are currently 
reported to be running now, the Chief 
informed us that it was not his plan to 
close them up, but to raid them about so 
often, so as not to make it hard on them. 
W hen questioned as to his action in ac 
cepting bail in a certain saloon where 
gambling was going on, he said that 
there were prominent citizens implicated 
who did not expect the raid to be made 
at that tim e; that it had been made 
without any orders from him , and that 
he would not allow any raids to be made 
without positive orders from himself. 
He said that he had strongly censured 
officers for arresting gamblers, when off 
their beat, and for arresting them at all 
without definite orders from him , though 
said officers were specially charged by 
the Police Commission to raid all games 
when and wherever found. 
Fourth--W e find that the Chief of 
Police required money from Mr.Thacker 
a resident of our city, for the rjtu rn of 
stolen goods, said sum being nearly 
equal to the VAlue of the goods taken, of 
wnich there is undoubted proof. 
Fifth— We find that our city is being 
overrun with the most dangerous charac­ 
ters, and that when these are arrested on 
charges that can well be sustained by 
some of the ablest and best officers on 
the force, they are dismissed without 
trial, for reatons known only to the 
Chief himBelf. Some of these ara notori­ 
ous offenders and have long been known 
by the Police Courts. 
One of these at­ 
tempted a m urder only a few days since 
and escaped only because the wounded 
man would not prosecute him . 
In­ 
stances have m ultiplied on our hands in 
which the Chief arbitrarily steps in to 
arrest the due course of law. 
Sixth—Several policemen 
informed 
your committee that there is a large 
number, perhaps 200, of what are known 
as “ m acs,” and further that a deter­ 
mined effort on the part of the authori­ 
ties would soon rid the city of them. 
These characters are of the lowest kind, 
living upon the wages of the lowest forms 
of iniquity. They are well known to be 
concerned in thefts, robberies, burglaries 
and black mailing of the worst ty p e; 
creatures who gather in front of saloons, 
on street corners and about our Post­ 
office, and who offer insults to Ihe wives, 
daughters and sisters of respectable citi­ 
zens, and who lie in wait to entrap and 
lead astray women and young girls; all 
these dark crimes, and crimes unm en­ 
tionable, are traceable to this terrible 
gang of men. W hat think you, members 
of the City Council and citizens of Los 
Angeles, of a creature who could boast 
that he had broken in more girls for pub­ 
lic use than any other of his hellish fra­ 
tern ity ; and wnat think you, when such 
a m an is arrested for vagrancy and the 
Chief of Police steps in, shields him 
from the force of the law, and sets him 
at liberty, and that within the last week 1 
If the city m ight be rid of this danger­ 
ous elem ent by proper police effort, and 
yet it is not bv reason of connivance 
with them or indifference toward them —- 
then is our police government entitled'to 
the scorn of every good m an and woman 
in the city. 
In conclusion, your committee would 
say that they have, as public officials, 


made the examination only in the inter­ 
est of public order and safety. 
As pri­ 
vate citizens we have only such an inter­ 
est as should be felt by every man who 
has a family to be protected and who 
would save our city from being named as 
one ol the vilest in the land. 
The tax­ 
payers pay enough to have good govern­ 
m ent, and they should have it. 
Th* foregoing facta will not warrant 
this C ,uncil in keeping a corrupt or in­ 
efficient m an at the head of our police 
management, and we recommend that 
the office of Chief of Police de declared 
vacant. 
TIIE MATTER DISCUSSED. 
Mr. Lovell moved the adoption of the 
report. 
Mr. Book seconded the motion. 
Mr. Collins said that he did not see 
any point in the report. 
Perhaps the 
gravest charge was that the Chief had 
charged for recovery stolen goods. 
The 
Chief was right in this instance, for the 
goods had been recovered, and some one 
must hear the expense. The man whose 
goods were returned to him was the one 
to bear tne expense. Thia was the worst 
charge made and it had not been proven. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said that if these 
charges were nothing he would like to 
know what would amount to something. 
The Comm ittee had heard more charges 
but thought these were sufficient. 
Mr. Cohn said that the Committee 
should have brought the evidence before 
the Council and tne report was insuffic­ 
ient without the evidence. 
The con­ 
clusion of the Committee was not what 
the Council wanted. 
It wanted the evi­ 
dence and until it had heard the evi­ 
dence it could not vote intelligently on 
the matter. 
Mr. Lovell thought that the Council 
did not need any evidence. 
It should 
take the word of the Committee. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said that the state of 
affairs was bad and if it was not rem ­ 
edied he would sell out and move away. 
Mr. Cohn said that the Council wanted 
facts and not the conclusions of the 
Committee. The evidence the Commit­ 
tee had heard should be made public. 
Chief Cuddy said that there were not 
any facts nor any truth in the report. In 
reference to the charge about the pay­ 
m ent to the police for the recovery of 
certain goods, be said th at the gunsmith 
who had lost his goods, had paid the ex­ 
penses of the recovery of the same and 
had paid them willingly. 
There was no 
more truth in the rest of the report than 
in this case. He had received the money 
expended in recovering the goods as was 
perfectly legal. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh related au instance of 
an officer’s beat having been changed on 
account of some difficulty he had with a 
woman of ill-fame over a dog. 
Mr. Lovell asked that the roll be 
called on the adoption of the report. 
Mr. Collins saia that no new testimony 
had been taken and presented to the 
Council by Jthe Committee, and in this 
condition 
it 
would not be right to 
adopt it. 
Mr. Lovell said that it was not neces­ 
sary for charges to be made or sustained. 
The Council had a right to dismiss the 
Chief without evidence. 
Mr. Cohn said that as an American 
citizen he would not vote to dismiss a 
man until that man had a cb mce to an­ 
swer the charges and refute them if he 
could. He did not believe in shoving a 
man out on no evidence at all. Every 
man ought to have some show, espe­ 
cially when his reputation was at stake. 
Mr. Book thought 
that Mr. Cohn 
should accept the report of the commit­ 
tee without question. 
Mr. Cohn said that he adhered lo his 
opinion that the evidence should be pro­ 
duced before the Council. 
Captain Barrett moved that Hon. 8. 
M. YVhite be heard from. H e had been 
Mr. Cuddy’s friend and would stand by 
him if he was right. If the Chief was 
wrong then he would vote against Mr. 
Cuddy just the same as against any one 
else. Mr. Lovell called for a vote on the 
motion to adopt. 
Mr. Hanley wanted to know why Mr. 
Lovell wanted to rush things through. 
If Mr. Cuddy was proven guilty the 
Democrats would vote for his dismissal 
as well as any one else, but he ought to 
have a fair hearing. 
Mr. Cohn moved that a recess be taken 
until 1 o’clock and that the m atter be 
taken up at that time. Carried, and Mr. 
Humphreys declared a resesa until 1 
o’clock. 
Imm ediately upon adjournment Hon. 
S. M. White asked Messrs. Book and 
Sinsabaugh why they did not desire the 
evidence produced before the Council 
and why they opposed the Chief having 
a fair hearing. Mr. Book thought that 
the report of the committee was enough 
and that the evidence should not be 
brought before the Council. 


WHAT THE CHIEF SAYS. 
A H e r a l d reporter saw the Chief in 
his office last night and asked him if he 
had anything to say in the m atter. Mr. 
Cuddy replied in substance: 
“ Yes. There are two specific state­ 
ments. I am charged with taking money 
for the recovery of stolen property. The 
facts are these: 
We recovered some 
five hundred dollars’ worth of guns taken 
from the m an’s store. These were all 
returned to their owner, as was proper, 
without a cent’s cost to him. 
Some of 
the stuff Mr. Cohn had and lie was 
out $16 on it. 
He thought he ought 
not to lose it, as he was innocent. 
I stated this to the owner of the goods, 
and ho voluntered to pay it. Some days 
after I sent two officers to get the money. 
It was paid them and their receipt taken 
for it. They then paid thesnm in full to 
Cohn who gave his receipt in turn, and 
that document I hold. 
So much for this 
charge, and there is just as much truth 
in the others. 
“ The only other specific charge in the 
report is that I admitted that I had al­ 
lowed the games to run, pulling them 
from time to time. Mr. Book questioned 
me. It took place in the City C lerk’s 
office. 
I did so tell hjm ; b ut the 
conversation had direct reference to a 
certain time, when all the pnblic knew 
the games were running. The other 
members of the Police Commission were 
of the opinion that it would be well to 
allow the games to run. I was advised 
by the Mayor and Mr. Hum phreys to 
proeecute under tne city ordinances in 
order to obtain the fines for the benefit 
of the municipality. 
I did this as ad­ 
vised. You cannot stop the games in 
this way. The players simply pay their 
fiues, which are not onerous, and go 
back and play. 
To guard all the 
gaming 
places all 
day 
and night 
would occupy all the police force all the 
time and they would have no tim e to do 
anything else. 
There is absolutely all 
there is in the whole report. W hen I got 
tired palling the games and prosecuting 
under the city ordinances, t proceeded 
under the itate law. 
I shut up the 


games, and I have kept them shut, 
' which is more than any of m y predeces­ 
sors ever d id ; and I challenge contradic­ 
tion on that point.” 


WHAT THE PEOPLE THINK. 
In Democratic circles and am ong the 
fairest minded men in th e community' 
the opinion is general that this is a mere 
political trick. There is a strong deeiro 
on the part of the politicians who ran 
Moral Ideas to get control of the police 
office. It is claimed that if Cuddy it pat 
out the officers who make these innoen! 
does are to be rewarded for their services 
by being put in charge of the office. One 
is to be Chief and the other Captain. 
Then one of the Councilman who is a 
leader in the party of “ All Decency’’wants 
to be Mayor if he can. The police office 
under such moral sway as he and hie 
sort exercise is supposed to be worth « 
thousand votes. 
These are needed for 
Harrison, Morton and Mobility, and for 
the ambitious candidate who wants to be 
Mayor. 
Democrats point to the debate 
in the Council and say that no such pro­ 
ceedings were ever entered upon for a 
fair and honest purpose. The effort was 
to spring the report without warning and 
then to force it through without ques­ 
tion. The members of tne committee are 
both hard-working 
Republicans, and 
if they are not branded as unscrupulous in 
their own acts, they are the companions 
of the most unscrupulous Republican 
workers in the city. 
Mr. Lovell creates 
the impression th at the political camel 
which he would gag a*, if for the good of 
the party, would have to be equipped 
with more than one hum p. Mr. Teed, 
the other member of the oommittee, has 
never acted with his colleagues in this in­ 
vestigation, and citizens who care not a 
straw for Mr. Cuddy personally eay it 
an outrageous proposition of these two 
Councilman, 
Book 
and Sinsabaugh. 
to have their partisan report adopted 
without question. The idea is abroad, 
too, that this so-called evidence was all 
gleaned from the very disreputable clase 
which the report witn such snug com­ 
placency condemns. 
Every fair minded m an spoken to says 
the Chief should be confronted by m e 
accusers; th at the witnesses should be 
made to testify under oath, be subjected 
to cross-examination, and their testimony 
impeached if manifestly bad. 
Surely these are fair propositions, end 
these are all any one dem ands. 


a l a w y e r’s v ie w s. 
A legal gentleman, who, as a friend to 
Mr. Cuddy, has looked critically into 
the charges, sends us the following: 
The report of the Committee of the 
Council, composed of Messrs. Sinsa­ 
baugh, Book and Teed, regarding the 
Chief of Police, is a most extraordinary 
document. Its peculiarities are not al­ 
together patent, one must read between 
the lines to read the truth. The chargee 
made by these gentlemen against Mr. 
Cuddy are important, and, if sustained 
by proper testimony, would place the 
head of our police force in an unenviable 
position. The public, however, should not 
condemn Mr. Cuddy without a full and 
fair hearing. 
Messrs. Sinsabaugh and 
Book are Prohibitionist-Republicans of 
the ultra type. To expect fairness from 
them would be to expect tears from 
granite. 
Mr. Teed, when appointed a 
member of the committee, openly de­ 
clared his incapacity to serve because of 
his bias against the Chief. 
But the 
singular portion of the report to which 
we have alluded does not consist only in 
its conclusions, but in the m ethod in 
which the findings were arrived at. 
Mr. 
Cuddy had no notice 
of 
the 
time 
when the m atter would be 
heard. 
He 
did 
not 
know 
what 
wit­ 
nesses 
would 
be presented against 
him . 
He had no chance to cross-exam­ 
ine his accnsers, to prove the falsity of 
their statem ents, or to im peach their 
testimony in any respect. 
He knew 
nothing of the nature of the charges 
against him , except in the case of the 
ex-convict Chinaman who seemB to have 
been a consort of the Committee, and 
even in this instance he was not per­ 
mitted to know when this vagabond Mon­ 
golian would testify before the Commit­ 
tee. He has had no hearing of any char­ 
acter and the Committee attem pted to 
take 
Bnap 
judgm ent 
against 
him 
without 
any opportunity 
to vindi­ 
cate 
himself 
from 
the 
fonl 
aspersions contained in the Committee’s 
report. 
This conduct is inconsistent 
with fair play. The piety of Mr. Sinea- 
baugh, and th at for which Mr. Book is 
noted, should have impelled these gen­ 
tlemen to do to Mr. Cuddy as they would 
be done by. 
They absolutely ignored 
the defendant in the case, gave fall cre­ 
dence to the prosecuting witnesses, sub­ 
jected them , it m ust be supposed, to the 
mildest kind of cross-examination, and 
then became very indignant when Mr. 
Cuddy requested the Council to listen 
for a few moments to his attorney. 
It is said that the ordinances and reso­ 
lutions of the Council do not give the 
Chief of Police the right to be beard. 
Assuming this to be the fact, though we 
do not concede it, the fair and manly 
course to pursue would be to accord to 
the accused the privilege of meeting his 
accusers. This ought to be considered a 
m atter of right in all cases. It is mani­ 
festly so in the present instance, where 
the numerous crimina s with whom the 
head of the police departm ent is daily 
brought in contact, would naturally

Bat 
upon the testimony of the Chinaman, 
upon the evidence of pim ps, blackguards, 
and other members of the criminial ele­ 
m ent, corroborated by th a t of disgruntled 
officers, who desire election to the posi­ 
tion of Chief or Captain of Police, this 
Committee proposes to render final and 
conclusive judgment. 
Because they have the power to black­ 
en character, they propose to blacken it. 
May it not be th at there is a political iob 
behind all this ? Is it not possible that 
it is the intention of Sinsabaugh and 
Company to put into office a creator» 
who is not only congenial to their Chin­ 
ese ally, but who will be a ready tool in 
the interest of the Republican ticket?

been gridironed with railways, and yet 
the good work seems to know no cessa­ 
tion.

These transactions are held up 
as the standard, w ith the result, where 
the curious Easterner has not cared to 
continue his inquiries, of discouraging 
his partially formed project of coming to 
Los Angeles connty. 
As a m atter of 
fact, however, there are im mense tracts 
of cheap lands in Los Angeles county 
and in Southern Oalifornia, and in these 
a movement has begun which is sure to 
be phenomenal before it has reached it9 
climax. 
Perhaps no better commentary could 
be instanced of the absurd exaggerations 
about land values which have been pop­ 
ular as to Southern California, and Los 
Angeles county in especial, in the East, 
than is to be found in the figures of the 
reported recent purchase of the San 
Joaquin ranch by an Eastern or French 
syndicate. This splendid body of land, 
traversed by a railway from end to end, 
much of it equal to any on the footstool, 
is said to have been sold at an average, 
rough and sm ooth, of about $15 an acre. 
We know that, within a short time, it

hands, 
not 
only 
in this but in adjoining counties. 
Where 
he pays more he does it for special con­ 
siderations of society, neighborhood or 
likelihood of speculative enhancement, 
circumstances which make land high 
even in sections where the limited ex­ 
tent of available territory, the variety 
and value of products, the unexampled 
fertility of the soil and an unapproached 
climate do not contribute to create ex­ 
ceptional values. 
The H e r a l d is glad to be able to 
chronicle the fact that a strong move­ 
m ent of settlem ent and improvement is 
going on in lands which are compara­ 
tively cheap, and which are capable of a 
high state of cultivation and very valu­ 
able production. 
All old-time Califor­ 
nians rem ember the little estimation in 
which the so-called Cucamonga Desert 
was 
held 
in 
the 
old days. 
It 
was 
thought 
that 
nothing 
would 
grow 
there. 
Now, 
at 
places 
this Cucamonga Desert, in the deep 
sand, where it is a hundred feet to water, 
grapes are growing luxuriantly without 
irrigation, both the wine and the raisin 
grape flourishing there to perfection. 
Antelope valley is another region 
which has hitherto been held in the 
utmost contempt by most people, where 
improvement is going on in the cheap 
lands. Fourteen miles east of Rosa­ 
mond a syndicate composed of Los An­ 
geles and Pasadena people are getting 
ready to spend $100,000 in improvements. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé com­ 
pany are co-operating cordially w ith this 
and all other schemes for the improve­ 
ment of the country through which their 
road runs. 
The managers of that great company 
remember well the long and painful 
process by which they settled up western 
Kansas. It looked like a hard and un­ 
grateful job. 
For weary months and 
years the trains of the company ran 
through a desert, houses being as scarce 
as angels’ visits. But they persevered, 
and they accomplished their work. 
This company is now using its best 
efforts to supplement those of the South­ 
ern Pacific, and the result is the m arvel­ 
ous growth and settlem ent we are now 
witnessing in Southern California. Here 
there are advantages that were never 
dreamed of in Kansas, Nebraska or Iowa. 
The cyclone is conspicuous by its absence 
in Southern California. 
Instead of corn 
and hogs, we have every specialty pe­ 
culiar to the temperate and the semi­ 
tropic zones. Corn has been here known 
to grow to a height of twenty-six feet, 
with three enormous ears to the stalk, 
and it has been raised in fields contigu­ 
ous to others where the fig, pome­ 
granate,

Who May Cut Wood on Pub­ 
lic Lands. 


LATEST 
TIM BER 
LEGISLATION. 


E lectricity an a n E x ecu tio n er. 
On the 1st of January, 1889, a law goes 
into effect in the State of New York, to 
carry out capital punishm ent by electric­ 
ity. But it now appears that the electri­ 
cians, who have been experimenting 
with animals, are losing faith in electric­ 
ity as an executioner. 
Given the elec­ 
trical resistance of a metallic substance, 
an expert electrician can readily calcu­ 
late the am ount of electro-motive force 
necessary to affect it in different degrees 
from making it transm it the tones of 
the hum an voice to causing its de­ 
struction by h e a t; but 
the 
resist­ 
ance 
of 
anim ate 
bodies 
is 
not 
uniform, and, moreover, varies m ateri­ 
ally in the same body under different 
conditions. 
It has been found, for in­ 
stance, that the resistance in different 
dogs experimented upon varied all the 
way from 3,000 to 27,500 ohms. 
Nor did 
the size of the dog apparently have any­ 
thing to do with ic, as a ten-pound dog 
measured 7,500 ohms resistance, a fifty- 
nine-pound one only 5,000 and a fifty- 
six-pound one went as high as 27,500 
ohms, while the 3,600 ohm s resistance 
was found in one weighing fifty-five 
pounds. 
That there are other condi­ 
tions entering into ^the capacity of dogs 
to receive 
electric 
shocks than the 
resistance was also dem onstrated by the 
tests, as one dog of 0,000 ohms resistance 
was killed with a 1,000 volt and 
am ­ 
pere current. 
Another of equal resis­ 
tance stood seven shocks of from 1,000 
volts and 1-10 ampere measurem ent up 
to 1,400 volts and 1-5 ampere respective­ 
ly without apparent result, and was as 
playful after as before the experim ents. 
These experim ents were with the con­ 
tinuous current. 
W ith the same varia­ 
tions in the power of resistance of crimi­ 
nals, one m an might be killed by a very 
slight current, w hilst another would re­ 
sist a current of 
the highest force. 
There is no way, it appears, known 
to science, by which 
the resistance 
power of any particular individual can 
be ascertained, so that it would be im­ 
possible, in producing death in some 
cases, to avoid m utilating the cnlprit in 
a most shocking and revolting manner. 
A few instances of such m utilation 
would, of course, result in the condemna­ 
tion of the whole method. 
But there is 
a still further objection raised. 
Sir W il­ 
liam Thompson says that the action of 
electricity on the hum an heart is similar 
to polarization, 
and it is a known 
fact that m etals affected by polariza­ 
tion 
can 
be 
restored 
readily 
to 
their normal condition, or depolarized. 
Reasoning from this, we m ight be con­ 
fronted with cases in w hich the law had 
been carried out as far as it would be 
possible to determine at the execution, 
and yet the subject be afterwards re­ 
stored to life. 
Indeed, here is an actual 
instance to sustain this theo ry : On the 
29th of July last H . M. Stevens, a Boston 
electrician, was apparently killed by 
electricity in Lowell, M assachusetts. He 
came in contact with a highly charged 
electric light wire, and the current 
passed through his body from hand to 
hand, and both hands were burned to 
the bone and a blood-vessel in his head 
was ruptured, causing blood to flow from 
his nose, m outh and ears. 
W hen dis­ 
covered, six hours later, no signs of life 
rem ained even to expert physicians, but, 
nevertheless, efforts were made to re 
8uscitate him , and after long and vigor­ 
ous work he regained consciousness and 
finally recovered his health, although he 
experienced m any painful and peculiar 
sensations while coming to. A few re­ 
sults of this character in capital cases 
would destroy the availability of elec­ 
tricity as a public executioner.

Senate, to-day, the resolution heretofore 
offered by Stewart, calling for copies of 
the reports, affidavits and communica­ 
tions on which the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office based his letter to 
Burns on the subject of tim ber depreda­ 
tions, was taken up. Beck and Edm unds 
wanted to am end it so as to exclude 
papers, the publication of which m ight 
defeat the ends of justice. 
Bending its 
discussion a new Conference Committee 
on the Army Appropriation bill was ap­ 
pointed, and Allison presented the Con­ 
ference report on the Sundry Civil bill 
The Senate bill authorizing citizens of 
Colorado, Nevada and the Territories to 
fell and remove tim ber from the public 
domain for m ining and domestic pur 
poses, was reported from the Committee 
and placed on the calendar. 
Stewart then proceeded w ith rem arks 
in support of his resolution. 
H e said 
Senators 
sometimes 
wondered 
how 
Blaine became so popular in the Western 
country. 
It was owing to two speeches 
which lie made in the Senate, in one of 
which he recognized the fact th at the 
people on the Pacific Coast could not 
live in company with Chinese, the other 
was in favor of the people t of Montana, 
when deprived of wood by the new con 
struction 
of the law given by Carl 
Schurz, when Secretary of the Interior, 
Blaine had defended them in a speech 
from which Stewart read extracts. 
After a long discussion in which Teller 
referred to the bill reported by him this 
morning on the subject, and which, he 
said, proposed to allow miners to cut 
wood under the license, the am endment 
was 
agreed 
to and the 
resolution 
adopted. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the report of the Judicial 
Committe on the Jackson, Miss., elec­ 
tion, and Wilson, of Iowa, continued the 
rem arks he began on Thursday last. 
W hen Wilson concluded his remarks, 
W etherall made a reply and at the close 
his speech, the report went over without 
action and the Senate adjourned.

YELLOW JACK. 
The State of Affair» In the Fever Dis­ 
tricts of Florida. 
Washington, August 27. — Advices 
from Jacksonville, Fla., say there are 
n jw under treatm ent sixty-four cases of 
yellow fever, making a total up to to-Jay 
of 100. 
Dr. Neal Mitchell telegraphs 
t íat many people in Jacksonville desire 
t> go to Camp Perry. Dr. Hamilton 
says the report that no one is allowed to 
leave Jacksonville is incdrrect; that a 
special train has been chartered by the 
M arine Hospital Bureau to run daily be­ 
tween Jacksonville and Camp Perry, to 
allow all desiring to leave Jacksonville to 
do so by that route. The railroad com­ 
panies are having extreme difficulty in 
running trains, owing to conflicting local 
health regulations, which prevent them 
from stopping when they carry passen­ 
gers. This necessitated the Government 
to take hold of the work. Seven refugees 
were received at Camp Perry Friday and 
twenty-eight on Saturday. One case of 
yellow fever which arrived from Jack­ 
sonville Saturday, was returned to that 
city the next day. Mayor Lester, of 
Savannah, telegraphs that he had been 
informed that Mr. M erriwether had died 
at Fernandino, Fla., of yellow fever and 
asks that Fernandino be inspected. Dr. 
Hamilton telegraphed authorizing him to 
send a competent inspector to Fernán- 
diuo. 
THE OLD K O JU I. 
Ho Enjoyed HI» Late Trip and I» 
Invigorated Thereby. 
C olumbus,0 ., August 27.—Judge Thur­ 
m an was called upon last night. He ap­ 
peared in much better physicial condi­ 
tion than when he left. He said he had 
fully enjoyed his trip and was in much 
better condition than at any time during 
the year. Change of scene and the ex­ 
citement of the week had been as good 
as a tonic, and has greatly invigorated 
him . Referring to the ovation he re­ 
ceived in Chicago, Thurm an expressed 
his surprise and gratification, and added 
that he had not been in as good voice for 
ten years as Saturday. Judge Thurman 
has no programme for the future, and 
could give no information of the wishes 
of the National Committee last night, as 
he had not yet gone over his correspond­ 
ence. 


W illiams* Hogu» Figure» 
Dl»«cctrd. 
Los A n g e le s , Cal., Aug.25,188S. 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d : I have carefully 
read the speech delivered by the Hon 
W illiam Williams, as published in the 
Times of the 24th inst., and have derived 
a vast amount of very valuable informa­ 
tion by doing so. As this is a campaign 
in which the old political lines arc gen­ 
erally ignored and all interest is centered 
in questions pertaining to the tariff, it 
behooves every one to learn all he can 
on the subject, and this he can only do 
by hearing arguments on both sides, and 
then he can form an intelligent opinion. 
Mr. Williams rattled off columns of 
figures of stupendous magnitude to show 
that the higher manufacturers were pro­ 
tected the higher the rates paid for labor. 
His statements, backed up by these 
large arrays of figures, were undoubtedly 
intended to confuse his hearers, if not 
to mislead them . When he stated that 
the iron industries employed 159,052 la­ 
borers, to whom they paid* in wages the 
enermous sum cf $02,000,000, anyone 
without giving the matter sufficient 
thought would naturally suppose that 
these 159,052 persons were making lots of 
money. 
But if anyone will 
take 
the trouble to do a little figuring in sim­ 
ple arithmetic he will find that each one 
of these 159,052 laborers receives $327 
per year or $1.04,¿ per day, allowing 313 
working days to the year, or 91 cents 
per day counting 3G0 days to the year. 
As Mr. W illiams figures five children to 
the family this would make a family of 
seven persons to live on 91 cents per 
day, and I don’t think they would con­ 
sume a great deal of American wheat 
nd beef on this amount. 
Mr. Williams also says that if this 
country imports $30,000,000 worth of 
manufactured iron we pay for $500,­ 
000 worth of material and $49,500,000 
worth of foreign labor and provisions. 
This makes the cost of the material only 
one per cent of the finished product. We 
all know this is not so, but just see how 
the same ratio affects the iron industries 
in this country. Mr. Williams savs we 
produce here $323.090,000 of finished iron 
product. The raw material at 1 per cent 
would amount to $3.250.000, and there 
was paid in wages $02.000.001), making 
total paid out ~ of $05,250,000. Deduct 
this from the $325,000,000, and we have 
unaccounted for the snug sum of $259,­ 
750,000. W hat becomes of it? 
Is it 
profit ? 
The gentleman in his address mention­ 
ed several protected industries and gave 
very valuable statistics concerning them, 
and I have amused myself by analyzing 
them and have secured the following re­ 
sult, using the figures he gives: 


M ichigan Forest I Ires. 
N e g a u n ee, Mich., August 27.—It is 
difficult to get reports about the forest 
fires near Nadeau. They are believed to 
be worse than at first reported. Several 
buildings were burned last night and the 
village is going by piecemeal. A number 
of families living on farms near the vil­ 
lage escaped with nothing but their 
clothes. They are now being cared for 
at Powers. Owing to the llames and 
smoke it is impossible to tell whether 
the people living further south from the 
settlem ents escaped with their lives or 
not. A family of seven, reported miss­ 
ing from Mumford, have not been heard 
ifioin.

S a n F r a n c is c o , August 27.—The steel 
ram of the new cruiser San Francisco, 
now being constructed at the Union Iron 
W orks, this city, was cast to-day at the 
Pacific Rolling Mills. The result of the 
•casting will not be known until the metal 
has cooled, which process will take sev­ 
eral days. 
No Corn In Egypt. 
A l e x a n d r ia , Egypt, August 27.—Re­ 
ports have been received showing that 
the Egyptian corn crop has seriously 
suffered. The reports also say it will be 
impossible to grow wheat in Upper 
Egypt in 1889, and that the greater por­ 
tion of other crops can only be cultivated 
at increased expense.

PASADENA DEMOCRATS. 
An Fnthualasttr fa th erin g at the 
C leveland and Thurm an B a lly. 
The Democrats of Pasadena opened 
up their campaign on last Saturday 
night with the highest enthusiasm . The 
speakers of the occasion were Hon. Port­ 
land C. H unt and Judge McRory, who 
were met at the depot by a committee, 
and driven to the Carleton hotel, where 
rooms had been provided. 
About 8 
o’clock they were escorted by the Pasa­ 
dena band from the hotel to the grand 
stand, where nearly three thousand peo­ 
ple had gathered to hear the issues dis­ 
cussed. The meeting was presided over 
by Mr. E. C. W ebster, who read a lung 
list of vice-presidents, after which he in­ 
troduced Judge McRory, who entered 
upon an interesting and exhaustivo dis­ 
cussion of the tariff question.

BRONCHITIS. 


A cute Bronchitis. 


This Is an inflam m ation of the M ucons Mem­ 
brane lin in g the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
tb e m ost com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases. It Is a dangerous disease, as It. prevents 
th e oxygenation ot th e blood, an d In m any 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stane. th e substance of th e luogs be­ 
com es seriously involved, giving rise to w hat 
is very properly called Bronchial C onsum ption.

Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
the m ucous m em braue of bronchial tubes. B ut 
this form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold BettleB on tbe lungs the diseate either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If ir ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
chest, and still th e patient dees not feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of taking his usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w aim th In th e palm s of hlshands. 
Soon after this h congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss ot flesh and strength, end 
night sweats continue, when the patien t as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B nt this is simply catarrh 
of th e lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter Btages of th e disease th e m ucous 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in the sm aller tubes and air cells of the 
lungs th e m ncoua m em brane becomes con­ 
gested and inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles In tb e lungs, but m erely a wasting 
aw ay of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubea and air cellBof the lungs. The p at ent 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate tb e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates In th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich In some cases is sticky and sm all in 
qu an tity , b u t m ore com m only copious, of a 
light straw or yellowish green. 
Oftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake th eir appearance iu the 
m ucus, and at tim es th ere is a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Rersous thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the mucuB becomes 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only the 
case th at the patient dies in one of these attacks
